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applied” are, as their title indicates, existing Uritish-Indian. 
Enactments -which have, by order of the Executive Government, 
been adopted, usually with certtun modifications, as laws in such 
places. Though there is no material distinction between these 
two kinds of Enactments, it has been found convenient to arrange 
them in separate groups in these volumes. 

0. A general classification of the British Enactments which 
may be made for the Native States in Indio, and a detailed 
classification of the various British Enactments actually in force 
in the Native States dealt with in each volume, which have been 
prepared in accordance vrith the above remarks, will be found in 
Statements Nos. I and II, prefixed to these volumes (pages xi and 
xii). 

7. The Enactments which the various Native States may have 
made for their respective territories are beyond the scope of this 
work. 

8. Eor the convenience of local officers, each volume contains 
Part I) the British Enactments in force generally in all 

Native Statos'ic India, as well as the Enactments in force locally 
in the particular Native States with which it deals. 

0. Numerous references to Aitchison’s Treaties have been 
inserted, which will, it is hoped, add to the usefulness of these 
Lists. The revised edition of 1876 is the one referred to. 

10. A short alphabetical index of names of places has been 
appended for convenience of reference. 

11. In compiling the volumes — 

(a) Kules and Orders of a temporary nature or conferring 
powers on persons by name have, as a rule, been 
omitted ; and 

(J) Special Laws and Subordinate Enactments, which are 
not to be found in the Codes published by the 
Legislative Department, have, as a rule, been set 
out in extenso. 

12. Mr. G; *R'. Bidge of the Legislative Department Office has 
assisted mo in the preparation of these Lists, and Mr. E. G. 
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Wigley, tile Officiating Under Secretary, has kindly undertaken 
to supervise the passing of the final proof through the Press and 
the insertion of such Enactments as may he issued after this date. 

13. Lastly, it must he stated that these volumes are not authori- 
tative, and that the Government of India is in no way responsible 
for their contents. They have been compiled by me from the Offi- 
cial Gazettes, supplemented by local information obtained through 
the Eoreign Department. Though I have made them as complete 
and accurate as was possible, having regard to the materials at my 
disposal and the limited time which I have been at liberty to 
devote to the work, I am fully conscious of their many defects. At 
the same time I hope that, notwithstanding then imperfections, the 
volumes will be found to be of some practical value to Political 
Officers and others deshous of obtaining information concerning 
the British Enactments in force in the Native States in India.

the Governor-General in Council, or in one of the Provincial 
Codes. In such cases full references are given ; and the chrono- 
logical lists which formed the basis of the 6rst edition are only 
retained in a simplified form to serve the purposes of a table or 
index. In its present form it is hoped that the work may be 
regarded as a not inadequate supplement to the General Acts of 
the Governor-General in Council and the Provincial Codes.

' It is safficient for practical parposcs to record that iu all tlie railway 
lands in the Eastern Division over which jurisdiction has been ceded, the 
Laws* Courts and administrative ariangemeats generally of the neighbouring 
British districts * have been introduced by the following notification ; — 

A’b. dated iAe S8tk ilarek 1519.— Whereas the Governor- 

General in Council has full and exclusive power and jurisdiction over the 
lands lying within the States specified in the second column of the schedule 
hereto annexed which are, or may hereafter be occupied by the Railways 
specified in the Erst column of the said schedule (including the lands occupied 
hy stations, by out-buildings and for other railway purposes) and over all 
persons and things whatsoever within the said lands . 

In exercise of such power and jurisdiction and of the powers conferred 
hy the Indian (Foreign Jurlsdicbon) Older in Couocil, 1903, and of all other 
powers enabling him in that behalf, the Governor-General in Council is 
pleased to provide as follows for the administration of justice within the said 
lands — 

(1) All laws for the time being in force in the districts or areas specified 
in the third column of the said sehednle shall be in force m the lands lying 
within the States specified in the corresponding enfiy m the second column 
which are occupied hy the portions of the railways specified in the corre- 
sponding entry in the first column thereof. 

(3) The Local Government and all ofiicers subordinate to it for the 
time be.‘ng exercising executive authority within the said districts or 
areas shall exercise the like authority within the said lands, except in conuec- 
tion mth the administration o^pohcc which shall be vested in the officer foi 
the time being in charge of Railway Police under the said Local Government. 

(8) All Courts having for the time being jurisdiction within the said 
districts or areas shall have the like jurisdiction within- the said lands. 

(4) The following notifications of the Government of India in the 
Foreign Department are hereby'^ancelled to the extent noted against each *

so suffering or likely to be infected. 

3. It shall be competent for the person making the said inspection, or for 

the person in medical charge of the place to which any such traveller is 
removed or in which ho is segreg:ited, to order the destruction by fire or 
otherwise of any of that traveller’s property which he considers likely to 
spread infection of bubonic fever. -- 

4. It is obligatory on every traveller referred to in any of the fore- 
going sections to answer all questions put to him by the person making such 
ins])ection or in niediail charge of the traveller, and such traveller is bound to 
answer any such question fully and truthfully to the best of his information, 
knowledge and belief.

2. Under the direction of the Cosimissicuer, ILo Assistant Ccmmis« 
sloncrs, Ajmer and Merwara, and the Cantonmeni Magistrates, Nasirabad 
and Dcoli, are generally responsible for the plague arrangements of their 
respective Districts and Cajitonnients. 

An Assistant Commissioner or Cantonment Magistrate may, within the 
limits of his jurisdiction, issue such orders as may appear necessary ; provided 
that they do not conflict with tho general principles of these rules, and that 
^nn immediate report ie made to the bead of tho department concerned in any 
important caso in which sneh order affects any ofBccr not immediately 
subordinate to him. 

3. Subject to the general control of the Commissioner, the Civil Surgeon 
of Ajmer, SB Chief IlealtL OtCcer of the District, is directly responiiblo for 
the condnet of plague arrangements. Uc is Inspecting Medical Officer in 
respect of the ariangcmenteiclating to travellers by railway within the limits 
of the dbtrict. 

'Within the limits of the Kasirabad and Dcoli Cantonments the conduct 
of plague arrangements rests with the Staff Surgeon, Nasirabad, and the 
Agency Surgeon, Dcoli, respectively. 

4. The term *' Medical Officer " in these rules means and includes — 

(a) the Civil Surgeon, Ajmer, the Staff Surgeon, Kasirabad, the 
Agency Surgeon, Deoli, the Asristant Surgeon, Bcawar, 

(i) a Plague Inspecting Medical Officer at a Railway Inspecting 
Station, who is a Medical Officer appointed for the oramina* 
tiou of lailn ay passengers and conoected precautions against 
the importation of plague; 

(c) any other person appointed by the Agent to the Governor-General 
in Rajputana, and Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-ltlcrivara, to be 
a Itfcdicol Officer for tbc purposes of these rules. 

6. The term “Medical Assistant" mcludea all other medical practi- 
tioners in G overnment employ. 

G. All the above officers are invested with pouersto enforce the rules 
made by the Government of India and the Agent to tbo Governor-General, 
Rajputana, and Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, under the Epidemio 
Disca?e3 Act, and to issue such orders in any jiarticnlar caso as may bo 
necessary for the carrj ing out of tl ese inles. 
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7. Every effort must he made to enlist the services of influential non- 
ofReial representatives of the native community. It is not only in the actual 
carrying out of plague me.asurcs but in the discussion of what measures 
ought to be taken that their co-operation is required. Such discussion must, 
if the choice of members has been judicious, tend gre.atly to lesson the risk 
of popular misunderstanding. At the same time it affords an opportunity 
for explanation to the .authorities of difllculties in the way of proposed action 
which might not otherwise be foreseen. When a particular line of action 
has once been adopted, it is most nndesii'able that there should bo any hesita- 
tion in pmrsuing it, or any drawing back. The best means of avoiding such 
contingencies is to be found in the real and practic.al, not merely nominal, 
association of natives of ability and standing with the work of officials. 

S. Any orders issued or action taken of special importance or general 
application by any person exercising authority under these rules shall be 
immediately reported to the llesideucy Surgeon and Chief !Medical Officer 
'' in Hajputana, and the Agent to the Governor-General in K.a]‘putana, and 

Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara. 

9. Any general orders issued by the Residency Surgeon and Chief 
^ledical Officer in Rajputana to the Civil Surgeon of Ajmer in connection 
with plague operations shall bo forwarded through the Commissioner, and a 
copy shall at the same time bo sent to the Chief Commissioner.

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At each of these Inspecting Stations Plaguo Inspecting Medical OHlccrs 
have been ported. 

The llaiUvay Surgeon antlGUicC Medical Officer in Uajpntana will 
supply to all officers coucerued a lii>t of iho atcu which nuy from time to 
time be declared infected, and also notify all changes which may from time to 
time he made in such list. 

13. Every train coming from the direction of any area which may bo 
notified from timo to time as infected for the purpose of this rule shall be 
detained at the abovenamed stations so long as may be necessary for the 
medical examination of the passengers. Tho railway authorities shall detain 
the train BO long as the Mcdkal Officer may consider necessary for the 
purpose. On tho arrival of tho train at these stations, no passenger shall 
alight from the tram without the permission of a Railway Police or Medical 
Official. 

14. Every passenger shall, on being requested to do so, by any RaiU 
way Police or Medical Official, alight from the train, and proceed for the 
purpose q! medical inspection to any spot that may ho indicated by such 
official. 

15. A passenger shall not depart from the spot so indicated without the 
pennissioo of the Medical Officer. 

16. The examination of females shall be effected under the orders of the 
Medical Officer by women only. 

17. If, on inspection, and after due observation, the Medical Officer is 
satished that a pasacnger is suffering from plague, tho Medical Officer shall 
immediately remove such person to a temporary hospital established for the 
purpose, and shall arrange for the detention, dieting and medical treatment 
of Buch peiton therein, for so long as he (the Medical Officer} may consider 
neoessary. 

Passengers who have travelled in (he same compartment as the patient 
shall be detained for observation in a segregation hut or tent (other than the 
observation shed provided under rule IS, or the hospital established under the 
first paragraph of this rule) until the Medical Officer considers it safe to allow 
them to proceed on their journey - provided that when plague is indigenous 
and weU*estabrished In a place it will no longer ho necessary to enforce the 
detention of persons found travelling in the same railway carriage with 
persons suffering from plague, surveillance being substituted therefor. But 
such detention must not exceed a period of ten^ys. 

IS. Subject to any instructions isgned by the Agent to the Governor* 
General and Chief Commissioner, the Medical Officer has authority to detain 
any passenger who after a summary medical examination is found to be

BufCering from any suspicious symptoms. The Medical Oflieer shall remove 
any person so detained to the observation shed erected in the vicinity of the 
railway station, and shall arrange for the detention, dieting and medical 
treatment of such person in the observation shed for so long as he (the 
Medical Officer) may consider necessary. 

19. If, in any case, a person removed to a temporary hospital is accom* 
panied by a companion or attendant, the Medical Officer shall require such 
companion or attendant to live in the immediate neighbourhood of the tem- 
porary hospital in a segregation hut or tent provided for the purpose, and to 
remain in such place until he receives permission from the Medical Officer to- 
depart. 

20. If a person is attacked with plague while so segregated, the Medical . 
Officer shall remove such person to the temporary hospital, and shall keep 
under obsei vatlon in a segregation hut, tent or other suitable structure for 
a period of ten days from the date of such removal, any companion or attendant 
who has been with such person. 

21. Upon the death of the sick person the Medical Officer shall, for the 
ten days immediately following, detain under observation all persons who 
have been in attendance on him, in segregation huts, tents, or other suitable 
structures established for the purpose in the neighbourhood. 

22. A person dealt with under the foregoing rules shall comply with any 
directions that may be given to him by the Medical Officer with regard .to 
his removal to, and his detention and treatment in, an observation shed, 
temporary hospital, or place of segregation, and with respect to .the disinfect- 
ing or burning of his personal effects, or with respect to the disposal of any 
corpse, or any other similar matters : he shall not depart from any such place 
of detention without the permission of the Medical Officer. 

2.3. The luggage and clothing of passengers detained under rules 18 and 
20 (travelling from areas in which the plague prevails) shall be disinfected in 
a?c( rdance with Annexure I ; or, instead of articles being boiled, they majr 
be steeped in a solution of perchloride of mercury and sun-dried. 

24). Except as provided for above, the persons and personal effects of 
passengers are on no account to be , disinfected, whether they come from an 
infected area or not. 

25. In cases where it is considered necessary that the clothes or bedding, 
etc., of a traveller should be burnt, the Medical Officer may, if the person is 
poor dr for other sufficient reason, arrange for providing other articles in their 
place at the expense of Government, or for payment of compensation. ’ 
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2C. Fcrsoua other than lliOBO meutioncd abovo^ who alight from tho 
train, ani who como £rora an infected area, as denoted by their having 
punch-marked ticketB, shall bu brought under survciilance. 

Id Ajmcr-Mcnvcra their names and addresses will be recorded by the 
llailway Police and communicated to District Suporintendent of Police and 
oQicer in charge of Police Station of the cirote, who will airango to have 
their health enquired into daily for ten days, reporting at once to the Com- 
musioDcr and District Magistrate, and if in Cantonments, to tho Canton- 
ment Magistrate, the development of any suspicions symptoms. 

Elsewhere, their names and addresses shall bo ascertained, and they 
shall bo ordered to report themselves daily for ten days to such officer as the 
^ledical Officer under tho instructions of tho Residency Surgeon and Chief 
Medical Officer may direct, Tho officer will he furnished by tho Medical 
Olficcr with a daily list of persons ordered to report themselves to him. Ho 
shall record in a register tho daily attendance of such persons, and shall at 
once bring any case of failure to attend to the notico of tho Resldout or Poli- 
tical Agent concerned, who shall thereupon take necessary action to have the 
case promptly investigated. 

27. Railway Police and Station blasters, at places where there is no 
Inspecting Officer, uill watch trains and persons who alight, and in case of 
discovotiug cases of plague or dangerous symptoms amongst the passengers 
will allow them to proceed to the nearest station where there is a Medical 
Officer, and commuuicate with the latter by telegraph. Corpses discovered 
in the train or near the lino should bo at once removed aud kept apart in a 
convenient place' until they have been inspected by a Modioal Officer, who 
should bo telegraphed for for that purpose, and who will arraugo for the 
proixr dispoMl of the body lu (he case of a Europcuiu or Muhammadan, 
the body shall be buried at least six feet Jeep ; the place of burial, if uot 
au authorized cemetery, should be well away from habitalions anil sources of 
water-supply. In the case of a liindn, the body shall bo completely and 
thoroughly burnt in au isolated locality iu the picaeuce of a responsible 
official. 

2'j. Every case ef suspected plague or of a death occurring in a case 
where the existence of plague was known or suspected, or of a corpse being 
found inatiain, shall he telegraphed urgent aud dliect by the Medical’ 
Officer, Railw.ay Police, or Station Master, to whose knowledge it comes, to 
the First Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General, aud the Residency 
Surgeon and Chief Jfed cal OlGier, and also, in Ajmer- Merwara, to the Com- 
missioner, aud to the Magistrate of the Distiict in which the case occurs, aud 
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oOiiuls at burial and buniuig groundi. Sneh oQiciaU may^ enquire of tba 
mourners tbe place aud the cause of death, but shall not dela; or interfere 
with the cremation or burial in any \vay> Compulsory corpse inspection by 
Medical Oiheen) should not ho resorted to ; but during an outbreak of plague 
all deaths, the cauio of which cannot bo detcrouned not to'be plague, should bo 
treated as deaths from plague. It will bo open to any persons to voluntarily 
submit a dead body to the examination of a Medical OSicer if they wish 
to avoid cho death being treated as duo to plague 

3t. The Ci>tl Surgeon, or aathorlsed Medical Odiccr shall issue to the 
owner and occupier of a houso such instructions as he may consider necessary 
with regard to the dlsiufectioD and clcaoing of the buildings, the disinfection 
or destruction of personal cffocts, the disiKtsal of any corpses, the improvement 
of the samtary combtion of the premises, and with regard to other similar 
matters. ^Yhero such instructions are in writing a copy of them should be 
sent to the Assistant Gommlasioner. The Medical Odicer shall, If bo consi- 
ders it necessary, himself take measures for the disiufcctiou of a house and 
for the other matters referred to to this rulo. 

33. Whenplagui appears la a town or cantoomsat as a first or fresh iofec* 
tion, and before it is believed to Lave obhuued a footing, tho owner and 
occopicr of any house shall permit the Medical OlEcer to enter his promises 
and examine any person whom ho has reason to suspect to he infected with 
the disease. If the person be a female, tho examination shall he made by a 
female Hospital Assistaut or other female agency. 

SO. If, under the abovo circumstances, on examination of any person the 
Medical OlBcer suspects that such persons is suffenug from, or infected with 
pUguo, he may cause such person to be removod to a hospital, and may arrange 
fjr his deloiitioii, dieting, and medical treatment therein ' provided that no 
person lu a monband condition shall bo removed to hospital, save at the 
express wish of the frien ls of tho patient. lie may also cause the other occu- 
pants of the house in which sneh person resides to be removed to a segreg.'ition 
camp, and to be detained under observation for ten days: piovided that any 
member of the family of tbe pt rson so removed, who wishes to accompany him 
to the hospital, shall he allowed to do so. 

Instead of causing the occnp-inls to be so removed tho Medical Officer 
may direct any or all of them to present himself or themselves doily for lu- 
spticiion for the next ten days at any place or before any officer named by him. 
Any person to whom such an order is given ^all bo bound to obey it. 

37. When plague has obfmned a thorough footing, or is believed to be a 
Tccmdesccnco of a prcMOUs outbreak, the measures picEcnhod in lules .lo and 
36 aro not to be carried out compulsorily, although evpry cffoit should he 
V 12 
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mndo to luduco tho persons concerned to submit to them as likely to be 
attended with partial, if not complete, beneficial effect. 

(5) Action to he taken token an oatbreak of plague has occurred or is Uhehj 
to occur. - 

38. "When there is reason to believe that cases of plague arc occurring 
in a town, or aro likely co occur owing to its proximity to an infected area, 
tho town should bo divided into quarters or circles of a size convenient for 
effective supervision, and each quarter should bo placed, as far aS possible, 
under the charge of an European oliicial, to bo called tho Supsriutoudont, who 
may bo a Civil odicer taken from any department, a Military or a Medical 
Officer according to circumstances. 

39. Tho quarter under each officer should ha sub-divided into defined 
areas, which may consist of a street, a portion of a street or group of houses 
aud each of these sub-divisions should bo placed under tho chargo of a district 
or local subordinate, who will be called a supervisor. With each supervisor 
will be associated one or more re-sidents of tho sub-division, who will assist 
the Supervisor in obtaining information regardiug sickness and mortality in 
tho areas respectively allotted to him. Under each Supervisor will be a 
gang of coolies, varying in numbers to suit the requiremeuts of each locality. 

‘lO. While the use of search parties, paid spies find ihforirieis is prohibited 
tho system of house-to-house visitation, \vith the object of discovering cases 
of plague, by Jledical Officers or subordinates is not open to objection, 
provided the measure is carried out with tact and discretion. Such discretion 
may find expression In one way among others in consultation • with .ward 
members and other influential residents. Either they should, wherever 
possible, be associated in tho task, or, as may in some cases be expedient, 
the duty may be entirely committed to them. House-to-house visitation is. 
one of tho matters in regard to which the exercise of tact is eminently 
necessary. It should be clearly understood that bn no account should any 
house bo entered without the consent of the occupiers, e.xcept iii the particular 
circumstances .referred to in rule 35'. 

4'1. As a sound system of surveillance is one of the most useful means 
of preventing a healthy place from becoming infected, people should be encour- 
aged everywhere to carry out the work tliemselves, but the exact methods 
to be adopfed will be determined by the authorities on the spot, with reference 
to local conditions aud the resources at their disposal; 

42. The Superintendout should be provided with a suitable office in bis 
own clrelej where he should remain the -whole day, except at intervals for 
meals. The office will be his head-quarters, to which all communications 
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ebouldbo seat anil at; wUicli tlio sapervisors will make their daily reports. 
He will exercise a general supervison over all the operations and will issue 
ordars for the necessary action to he taken by each section of the gang of 
coolies. 

43. On a report being received by a Saperlntendcnt of the occurrence of 
a case of plague, he shall at ouce proceed to the house or other place where it 
is reported to have occurred. If the case is an undoubted case of plague, and 
is admitted to be such, ho shall endeavour to arrange for the immediate 
removal of the patient to the Plagne Hospital. If the case U of a suspicious 
nature^ ho shall at once send for a Medical OlBceror Assistant, and shall endea- 
vour to arrange for the removal of the patient either to a Plague llosjtital or 
Plague Observation AVard accordiug to the opinion formed of the case by 
the Medical OiEccr or Assistant. The removal of the patient to hospital or to 
an ohserrafion ivard shall he compulsory only where it can he carried out so 
completely as to render it an effectual precantion, and in the case of persons 
with no one to look after them or no home. 

4i. The other occupants of tho p1aco where tho persons suffering from 
plague or suspected of plague rcstdo most not be compulsorily removed to a 
Segregation Camp, but if any such camp or any suitable place of segrega- 
tion ezhte, they may be encouraged to go there All such persons 
must be kept under observation as far as possible Until the period of incuba- 
tion has-olapsed they are sot to be detained, but arrangements must be made 
for maintaining a watcb over them; and in the event of any such person 
moving to a place outside the circle of the Superiutendent to whom the case 
was reported, he must take every precaution to prevent his being lost sight of, 
and for promptly-commuuicatiug information rcgardlDg him to the authority 
into whoso jurisdiction he proceeds- The Superintendent may direct any such 
person to present himself daily for inspection for (he next ten days at any 
place or before any olEcer named by him. Any person to whom such an order 
is given shall be bound to obey it. 

45. No houses vacated on accooni of plague may be rc-occupied without 
the Superintendent'a sanction, and be may cause a notice to that effect to be 
alBied to each vacated house. He should place a seal on boxes containing 
valuable property left in bousca which have been evacuated on account o £ 
plague. Such property mayjce removed by the owner, but if he declines to 
remove it, it will remain at hie risk. Projjerty of ahy value belonging to the 
' poorer classes which it may bo considered necessary or advisable to destroy as 
being infected, should be appraised by two or more respectable natives, and 
the value paid to the n»'ner by tho Supenutendent of (he Circle Compensa- 
tion should also bo given without dday to the very poor for the destruction of 
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olotlicSj da., wliicli, allhoiigh ilioy may bo of no mai'kofc value, yet serve » 
Useful purpose to the owners. 

■IG. Eaoli Supervisor shall keep a list of all residents in each house in 
his sub-divisiou. lie shall inspect all now arrivals, and shall obtain inforiuation 
from them as to their provious place of residence. lie shall associate 
in bis work as intimately as possible ward members or other respectable 
inbabitants of bis sub-division, lie should, in company with one or more 
of the local residents associated with him, visit all the bouses in bis sub- 
division, and obtain information regarding the health of the different inmates, 
and .shall, on the conclusion of bis rounds, report verbally to bis Superin- 
tendent the occurrence of all cases of sickness and death, and any information 
reganling arrivals •'rom infected localities. Any case of plague and all 
doubtful ones of sickness should bo at onco reported to the Superintendent 
at bis oflice by day and at his house by night. The stock of disinfectants, 
padlocks and all surplus appliances for divisional nso shall be kept in or near 
the ollico. 

•17. The inhabit. lilts of an evacuated bouse should be allowed to remove 
sufUcient grain for their personal consumption after it has been exposed to 
tbo sunlight so as to remove all danger of infection. ’ If in any case it is 
desired to remove grain for salo from an infected area, it must first bo spread 
out, under tbo direction of tbo Superiutoudont, and exposed to air and sun- 
light for -IS hours. In neither case must bags or sacks bo removed until they 
have been boiled or disinfected and sun-dried. 

•IS. After evacuation of a bouso under rules 35 and 37, tbo walls and iloors 
of all rooms with their coutcuts except articles of food which it'is aotiiiteuded 
to destroy, and of all enclosures, should be disinfected in tbo manner indicated 
in Aiinexure I.* All rags and refuse found in tbo house or enclosure should 
be burned in the presence of the Supervisor. It is often prudent to disinfect 
not only one house in which a caso of sickness has occurred or dead I'ats have 
been fcuud, but those in the immediate neighbourhood as well. Where the 
Superintendent thinks such disinfection advisable it should be carried out 
under bis orders. 

49. When disinfection by chemical agency cannot be carried out effec- 
tively the roof, if not a jpakka one, should bo removed, and boles should bo 
made in the walls to admit freely air and light to the smaller rooms and 
enclosures. 

50. The coolies engaged in the work of disinfection, etc., should bo pro- 
vided with boots or shoos, to protect their feet from the danger of infection 
through abraded surfaces. 

* Xot rc-priuted. 
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51. Bxporicnco Im aljunilantly provcl that the evacuation of an infectc<l 
housQ or bouscs is seldom iu itself safficlent-to stamp out the disease. When 
plague manife.'ts ilscif mi quo bonso iu an itidigeuous'form, tbosO iu tbo 
neigbourbood have, as a rule, already become iufcctod, aud it usually follows 
that cases subsequently appear in them. It is therefore always a wise and 
prudent course on the occurrence of an indigenous case, to ovacuato not ouly 
the ono bouse, but also all those tn the immediate neighbourhood. 

52, It may be advisable owing to tbo occurrenco of several eases in one 
area, and while there is still some hope of slarnplug out the outbreak to 
vacate a group of honsos or a whole subHlirision, and to segregate the inbabi* 
tants, Tbo whole or any portion of tbo population vacating may bo removed 
to tbo segregation camp, but ordinarily inbabitauts of non*infoctcd houeeg 
should bo allowed the option of going where they please Disinfection and 
unroofing of tbo bouses should then bo carried out in due course. 

5J. On tbo oracuation of the bouses in tbo infected aiea, all (bo lobabi* 
tants of the non<{ufet.tod portion of tbo town should be encouraged to leave 
the town, and any obstacles nblcb may tend to delay tbudr departure 
should, if possible, bo removed 

54. A person dealt with under the foregoing rules shall comply with and 
directions that may be given to him by tbo .Medical OJlcer with regard to 
hU romoval to, aul his dotention and tiettmeat in, an observation shed, 
temporary hospital or place of segregation, and wub rosp-^t to the disinfect- 
ing or burning of bU clothing and personal effects, the disposal of any corpse 
or with respect to any other similar matter, llo shall nut depart from any 
such place of detention without the pcimissiou of tbo ^fedlcal Officer. 

55. In the event of a death occurring from plague, the disposal of the 
body shall be arranged for In accordance with the religious practices of the 
deceased, and the instructions in Annexuro I.* In the case of a Euorpean or 
Muhammadan, the oody shall bo buried at least six feet deep; the place of 
burial, if not an authorised cemetery, should bo well away from habitations 
and sources of water-supply. In the case of a fjindu, the body shall be 
completely and thoroughly burned in an Isolated locality in the presence of 
a responsible ofiicial. 

36. The Assistant Commissioner of the District, or tbo Cantonment 
Magistrate, in the case of a Cantonment, shall provide suitable conveyances 
for the free carriage of persons suffenng, or suspected to be sufiering, from 
plague, and it shall be lawful to drive or carry such conveyances through any 
public or private thoroughfare. * 
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after Riving such notice of hlB intCDtion as sliall, under the circiiiastances, 
appear to him to bo reasonable, and carry out tho measures specified abovo i 
provided that when an apartment is occupied by a female who, according to 
the customs of tho country, docs not appear in public, tbo hicdical Officer 
shall give at least one hour's notice of hu intention to enter such apartment 
and shall aSord her every reasonable facility for withdrawing fiom such 
portion of tho apartment as ho may dcsiro to enter. Tho expenses incurred 
may bo recovered in the manner provided in rule 59 above 

61. In a town or placo where cases of plaguo have occurred, all grain 
godowns or places wbero grain is stored or sold (or consumption, shall be 
open at all times for inspection by the Afedical Officer, or officer deputed by 
him. 

62. When a grain godown is found improperly ventilated or in such an 
insanitary condition from damp or otherwise as to be unwbolesoms for storage 
of grain, tho proprietor shall be required to removo the grain to a properly 
constructed godown. 

C2. All grain godowns in uliicb dead rats have been fouod shall bs 
declared unwholesome and unfit for ueo until thoroughly disinfected The 
grain found is such godowns may bo turned over and properly aired or 
destroyed as unfit for food, and any bags in which infected grain is found 
stored shall also bo destroyed. 

Cl. No person, except Munkqial or Cantonment servants, shall pick up 
rags or other refuse in the streets or elsewhere The Assistant Commissioner 
or Cantonment ^laglstrate may disinfect or, at his discretion, destroy any 
collection of rage in rag pickers’ booses or rag stores 

P.ART IV 

Rnua BXUITINO to Nok-MUMICIITAI. ToWSS and VltLAOES. 

55. In villages and non»muaicipal towns it is tho duty of every Patwari, 
Bhumia, Lambatdar, Patel, Court of "Wards OBimal, KauidaroriXavildar fo at 
once report any suspected death or soapcctcd ease of plague to Iho nearest 
Police Station, and the Officer in charge of the Polfco Sution on .reociving 
report of a death, shall carefully inquire whether the deceased bad symptoins 
of plague as described in * Annexure I. 

66. The Officer in charge of the Police Station shall report immedmtely 
to the Tahsildar, the District Superintendent of Police, .tie Assistant Com* 
inissioner, the nearest Medical Subordinate and the Civil Surgeon, any ca^o

of plague, actual or suspected, brought to his notice. The Civil Surgeon will 
inform the Eesidenoy Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer and First Assistant 
to the Agent to the Governor-General and Chief Commissioner by telegram. 

67. On receipt of a report of a case of plague from the' police under the 
preceding rule, the Tahsildar, or, iu his absence, the Naib Tahsildar, shall at 
once proceed to the spot, and if he finds that the death was due to plague, and 
that no other persons in the house in which the death occurred are ill, he shall 
proceed to dispose of the body (if not already disposed of), and to disinfect 
the house, clothes, and bedding of the deceased, as directed iu^ Aunexure I, at 
the same time reporting the result of his inquiry to the Assistant Commis- 
sioner. 

68. If he finds that any person in the house is ill with fever, he shall, with 
the assistance of the Lambardar or Patel of the village, in anticipation of 
orders from the Civil Surgeon or Assistant Commissioner,- see that all the 
precautions specified in ^ Annexure I are rigorously observed. He will take 
similar action on learning of the occurrence of a case of plague at any 
wayside railway station in his Tahsil. 

69. Officers of other Departments when' on tour shall, if they have reason 
to think that any case of plague has occurred, at once inform the Tahsildar, 
and send a copy of their report to the Assistant Commissioner. 

/ 70. The nearest Medical Subordinate to receive information of cases of 
plague from the Officer in charge of a Police Station will ordinarily be the 
Hospital Assistant of a Branch Dispensary. The Hospital Assistant on receiv- 
ing a report of a case shall, if possible, at once visit the spot in co-operation 
with the Tahsildar, and see that the necessary sanitaiy measures are taken- 
He shall communicate the result forthwith to the Civil Surgeon. 

71, In places in which a Branch Dispensary is situated. Hospital Assist- 
ants shall themselves watch all arrivals and report sickness, with a description 
of the symptoms, to the Civil Surgeons of the district. The Officer in charge 
of the station in whose circle the dispensary is situated shall at once commu- 
nicate to such Hospital Assistant all particulars received by him under 
rule 26. 

72. The Civil Surgeon will arrange to proceed, as soon as pos.sible, to 
places from which cases are reported. On arrival, the Civil Surgeon shall be 
guided in his action by the instructions in Part III and Part V, so far as they 
are applicable to the circumstances of the case. 

7 3. Should the Civil Surgeon consider it necessary that the inhabitants 
of a village in which plague has broken out should temporarily camp out in 
the open or unUer trees at a distance from the village, he shall make a report 
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to that oltccfc to tho AssUtant Commissioner, and the Utter may direct the 
iiiliabitants to ^acaio their houioa accordingly. The houses shall in this caso 
he not again ocouined till they aro thoroughly ^cutiUtcd and disintectcd. 

T-t. For tho purpose o£ segregation, tho Assistant Corotnlbsioner, or 
ofliccr specially autborised by him in this behalf, may take posscsslou of and 
occupy any vacant grouu'l or building, such comjicQsation being afterwards 
made to tho owner or occuiucr thorcoC as may be (lacd under rule Oi-. 

75. The Ciiil Surgeon may rctiuite any building to bo vacated on 
suspicion of its being infected by plague, or on the ground of its being in a 
dangcroudv {n«aiutacy condition, and auch bnil<hag *haU not bo le-oceupied 
without bis pormission. 

70. In the case of villages badly infected, tho whole of the inhabitants 
should be turned out. Villagers aro accustomed to erecting shelters for 
thcm-clvcs, but lE necessary, materials for hutting should be supplied. Tho 
sick and suspected \illagera should be carefully separated from the healthy, so 
far as is \>ossiblc, without breaking up families, aud an oflicer should be 
appolutcd to examluo the daily health of tho populatioo and prevent migratioa 
to other vUUgee. 

PART V. 

Boles atLATtvo to Plaoob IIosmtau ado Caurs. 

77. A site for tho hospital should be selected as near as no-ssiblc to the 
infected population, but a permaneut building, suitable in al) respects for a 
hospital, may sometimes bo obtained either ioside or on the outskirts of the 
town. Is can be cosily disiofccted when it is no longer required for a 
huspital, and such a building would be more popular and convenient than 
huts erected at a distance from the town. 

7 d. If a suitable building is not avmlabie, it will be necessary to erect 
. huts for plague patients, for convalesceuts, and

nearest site. The hospital huts intended for 
females should be some distance apart from those intended for males. Move- 
able mat screens should be provided between the beds to secure as much 
privacy as is possible to each patient. Ksery patient should be supplied 
with a cheap substitute for a spittoon, and both it and the vessels used as 
bed pans, should contain a sulBcient quantity of an eSective disinfecting 
solution. The floor of the hospital huts should he freely watered daily with 
the perchlonde of mercury solution, and vessels containing the same solution 
should always be available for the disinfection of the hands and feet of the 
native attendants. 
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to piitsTio^Vlicir ^aily eroploytnCDlB ou eondiVton ftat Vuey sleep in camp, aa ft 
return to tlieiroMQ bouses at night khonld render the effect of the volontaiy 
cvaouation futtlc, 

The huts should bo numbered, inmates registered and a daily inspection 
made of all the residents. 1£ no case of plague has occurred in a hut for 
15 to SO days, the iumates may ho allowed to retnrn to their bouses, if such 
houses have been Tcntilatcd and ctraned, aed if the local authority considers 
that they aro lit for re-Occupation. 

• &6, Should a case of plague occur in a hut, the patient should be re- 
moTOd to hospital, and the other inmates to the segregation camp The hut 
should he at once burned and iho site disinfected ivith the perchloride of 
mercury solution. 

87. The method of arranging a plague camp is given in Annexure II* to 
tbeso rules. 

88. The Commissioner may close a private hospital if it appears to him 
that the management of such hospital Is not satisfactory. 

89. Every effort should be made to tender plague camps and hospitals 
as attractive aa possible, by studying the comfort aad meeting the reasonable 
wonts of the iomates, in order to induce tbo people to resort to them 
voluntarily. 

To this end the estal lishment of private and caste botpifals is to be 
encouraged : hospitals should be located near infected quarters : .the size 
of hoapitaU should be Vunited so that patients may receive kuSicient indlvi* 
dual attention and accommodation may be readily *made available for their 
families and fnends. Caremustbe tahea to provide an adequate number 
of medical attendants and nurses '• ample and comfortable accommodation is 
to'beset apart for patients, and at least two friends ibould be permitted to be 
in attendance on each patient, so that no patient who has friends wllbsg to 
attend him need ever be left alone,

flO. On’an ontbreak of tplague occumog 'the Sesidcncy .Surgeon mnd~ 
Chief 'Medical Officer should at once plaochimwlfin communication with'the 
Officer in charge of the Plague Research Laborato^ in Bombay, with a view 
to obtaining a supply of lymph and syringes, iuocnlatlvm, and inatme 
tiona for their use. Inoculation should thea~be started under the personal 
cupervislon of the Civil Surgeon or a -tiained medical subordinate, and 
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inoonlation certificates granted, freevcharge, to all who voluntarily undergo 
the process. 

91. No person shall be inoculated without his own express consent, but 
it is highly desirable that all officials, European and Native, leaders of Native 
Society and employers of labour should do all in their power by precept and 
example to render the measure popular, and to overcome any prejudice that 
may still exist against it. If any fact has been elicited by the experience of 
the recent epidemics of plague in India and elsewhere, as well as by scientific 
research and experiment, it is that HafEkine^s inoculation confers a very 
sensible, although not absolute, protection against attack, with a diminished 
case mortality among the few of the iuocniated who happen to become , 
infected, while its use is unattended with more than a few day's discomfort. 

Every person who holds a certificate that he has been inoculated by 
Hafikine’s process within the preceding six months shall not be liable to 
detention when travelling, except for such time as may be necessary to 
disinfect such of his baggage or clothing as may be considered suspicious. 
He shall not be liable to daily observation for ten days after arrival from a 
plague-infected place. He shall not be segregated although he has been 
living in a plague-infected house.

Note.— This certificate exempts the holder from segregation, from detention whan travelling 
and from ten days’ observation under the passport rules. It docs not, however, exempt him from 
liability to evacuate an infected house, except in the case where all the occupants of the house 
have been inoculated, or to have his clothes disinfected when travelling. The certificate is valid 
for a period of six months.

23. A Sub-Registrar receiving a memorandum of a document from a 
Sub-Registrar, or the Registrar of his own district, will enter the particulars 
relating to it in his Indexes No. I and No. II, hut when the memorandum 
has been received from the Registrar, tho entries should be made, in red ink. 
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with a view to faoilitato tUo omissloa of snob entries in the copy of the 
ladexos to ho furuished to the Kegistrar. 

24. Iho first letter of tho Bamo ot person shall be the guide to the letter 
under which the entry is mode, and not of the title or caste and for Europeans^ 
of tho Bumame. 


25. Where endorsements or Index entries are made in English, tho 
spelling of vemaenlar names of places and porsons will bo regulated by tho 
following table ' 



26. Index entries shall be made on the same day as the document to 
which they relate is copied or filed in its Register Rook. Th^ shall be 
mado alphabeUcally, in Urdu or Uindi on loose sheets of paper> conesponding 
in size with tho sheets of the Register Books, and marked do. do , etc. 

Each page shall contain at least 15 entries; and when, under any letter, 
a safBcieat number of entries to fill a sheet, exclusive of those in red ink, 
have been made in Index No. 1 or No. II or No. Ill, the Sub-Registrar shall 
oausa a clearly written copy of them to bo mado without delay on good paper 
of the same size as that of the Register Books, and forwarded to hia Regis, 
trar.

29. The Registrar, on receipt ot such sheets, shall file them under their 
appropriate letters in his Index file, and on receiving those containing the

cause the whole, including those for his own office, to bo properly bound int'^ 
one or more volumes as may bo expedient, with reference to volumes being of 
a convenient size. 

30. lloluhiys . — The holidaj's to bo observed in Hogistration Offices shall 
bo thoso which may bo laid down by tho Chief Commissioner, Ajmer- 
iMorwara, for tho Civil Courts in Ajmcr-Jlerwara.

33. W'lion any document is registered in tliis book, affecting some other 
documont previously registered in it, a note referring to the later document 
should bo entered in tho left band margin (heading No. •!) of the entry of tho 
earlier document. 

33. A supplementary' volume of this register in tho form of a file book 
shall bo kept up in each office, for the purpose of filling (pasting) in copies and 
memoranda of instruments received from other officers under sections G-I, C5, 
60 and 67.

87. Book No. 4 is the miscellaneous register in which are to be entered 
all documents reghteied auder clause (d) and (/} of section 18 which do 
not relate to immoveable property. It is not open to inspection nor are its 
Indexes] but copies of entries in it or them shall bo given to any person 
executing or claiming under the documents to which such entries refer, on 
payment of the prescribed fees.

Rulct under teetion 60 off Act XVZ off 1$0$, 

The following rules which hate been prepared under section 69 of the 
Indian HegUtratioa Act, 190S (X.VI of 190S)> by tho Commissioner, Ajmer* 
Ilcrwaia, as lospcctor^Gcneral of Registration for the Railway areas men* 
tinned opposite his name in column 1 of the schedule to tho notification of 
theQorciamcnt of India in the Foreign Department *No. B., dated the 
25th January 1912, and have been approved by tbo Agent to the Governor 
General in Bajputana, aro hereby published for general information. 

These rules will have effect in the aforesaid areas from and after the Ist 
of Apnl 191S. 

Urgarding saffe CKjfody off records and thnr deetruclion. 

The office of the Registrar and Sub-Registrar will be supplied with a 
strong tin-liued box with a Chubb’s lock. In this bos tho Register Books 
and all papoia and instruments connected therewith shall bo kept. No money 
or valuables of any Hud shall be deposited in it, Tho box shall be placed 
in the room where the Registering Officer transacts faU publio business, and 
shall be Opened and closed by that officer himself, or la his presence. When 
locked, the key shall be retained in his possession. He shall be responsible for 
the preservation and safe custody of all r^stration records, meluding those 
of previous years, which have accumulated in his office, or been transferred 
to it. 
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The Begistrar shall supply himself with a fire-proof safe. In the safe 
shall be kept sealed covers of Wills, which may be presented for deposit under 
section 48, and Wills which may be opened and redejposited under section 45 
of Act XVI of 1908. Save as provided in rule 3, it shall not he used for 
any other purpose whatever. The key of the safe shall remain in the personal 
custody of the Registrar, who alone shall open or close the safe. The safe shall 
he kept where it cannot he affected by damp, and it shall be opened once a 
week at least, with the view of ascertaining that its contents (if any) are safe, 
and that the lock is in order, 

8, All documents other than those deposited under sections 42 and 4 
of Act XVI of 1908, and authorities to adopt, which subsequent to registra- 
tion in the Registrar's Office are not claimed by the persons who presented 
them for registration, shall after the expiry of one month be deposited in the 
tire-proof safe of the Registrar's Office for safe custody and shall be sur- 
rendered only on payment of the fees prescribed by Article X of the Table of 
Fees. Unclaimed documents presented for registration in the office of the 
Sub-Registrar shall, on the expiry of one month, be sent to the Registrar of 
the District for safe custody in his fire-proof safe and shall only be surrendered 
in payment of the fees prescribed by the Article above mentioned. 

4. The Sub-Registrar shall, at the close of each official year, report to hi 
Registrar the different kinds of records, and the periods to which they belong^ 
which he considers may be destroyed, and the Registrar, after examining all 
the reports of his district and recording his opinion thereon, shall add a 
report of the same description for his own office, and forward the whole for 
the orders of the Inspector-General, whom they should reach by the 1st of 
May. No records shall be destroyed except by the direction of the Inspector-

No such application shall be teceived or forwarded where the document has not 
already been registered and the fine or fines paid 

11. A<Un\nttlTatton$ of ooM.— The discretion vested in Registering 
Officer by section CS shall bo used with reserve, and oaths administered only 
in exceptional cases. 

12. An oath administered to any person under section 63 includes an 
affirmation under section 6 of Act X of 1373. 

13. Statements made on oath under section 83 shall not be recorded on 
the documents, but on separate sheets of paper They will form a record, and 
shall be filed in the Registry Office. 

14. A note to the effect that recorded evidence has been taken shall be 
endorsed on the document and entered in tho nmigin of the Register Book, in 
which the document is registered. 

15. Form of tneinoranda - — The form in which memoranda under sections 
64, 65 and 66 shall be prepared is that given in the Appendix No. 1. Blank 
lithographed forms will be supplied to each office on application to the Inspec- 
tor-General. 

16. When the Registrar recrivee copy of an English document, which 
requires that memoranda be forwarded to Snb-Registrars who do not under- 
stand English, the memoranda shall be prepared in Urdu or Hmdi, 
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2. The Registrar shall supply himself with a fire-proof safe. In the safe 
shall be kept sealed covers of Wills, which may be presented for deposit under 
section 43, and Wills which may be opened and redepodted under section 45 
of Act XVI of 1908. Save as provided in rule 3, it shall not be used for 
any other purpose whatever. The key of the safe shall remain in the personal 
custody of the Registrar, who alone shall open or close the safe. The safe shall 
ho kept where it cannot be affected by damp, and it shall be opened once a 
week at least, with the view of ascertaining that its contents (if any) are safe, 
and that the lock is in order. 

8. All documents other than those deposited under sections 4’2 and 4 
of Act XVI of 1908, and authorities to adopt, which subsetpient to registra- 
tion in the Registrar's Office are not claimed by the persons who presented 
them for registration, shall after the expiry of one month be deposited in the 
iire-proof safe of the Registrai-'s Office for safo custody and sb.all be sur- 
rendered only on payment of the fees prescribed by Article X of the Table of 
Pees. Unclaimed documents presented for registration in the olfice of the 
Sub-Registrar shall, on the expiry of one month, be sent to the Registrar of 
the District for safe custody in his fire-proof safe and shall only be surrendered 
in payment of the fees prescribed by the Article above mentioned. 

4. The Sub-Registrar shall, at the clo.so of each official year, report to hi 
Registrar the different kinds of records, and the periods to which they belong^ 
which he considers may be destroyed, and the Registrar, after examining all 
the reports of his district and recording his opinion thereon, shall add a 
report of the same description for his own office, and forward the whole for 
the orders of the Inspector-General, whom they should reach by the 1st of 
May. No records shall be destroyed except by the direction of the Inspector-

— With 
reference to section 19 of the Act it is declared that the languages held • to be 
commonly in use in the Registration district formed by the lands within the 
Rajputana-Malwa Railway limits In the Jodhpur and Sii’ohi States, are Urdu 
and Hindi, but documents presented for registration may be written in an/ 
language commonly in use in a district j in case, however, of the language 
being other than Urdu and Hindi, they must be accompanied by a true trans* 
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Utloii into Uidu aud Ilmdi, and also by a tme copy. Docnments written in 
English, when presented to a European officer or an officer knowing Englishj 
Doed not be accompanied by an Urdu and Iliudl translation. 

8. Terriiorial Dkisiont . — The tcmtorial divisions to be recognised under 
section 2i are tbo Bailway lands notified as sab-^Utriets in column 2 o£ th^ 
schedule mentioned in rule 7 above. The names of these divisions shall be 
entered in all documents relating to houses and lands, in addition to the name 
of the railway station and the adjoining boundaiies of the property. 

9. Fines . — Eiiics under section 25 shall be levied according to the

26. Index entries shall bo made 

on the same day as the document to 


w&ich they relate is copied or filed in its Register Book. They shall bo 
made alphabetically, in Urdu or Hindi on loose sheets of paper, corresponding 
in size with the sheets of the Register Books, and marked do. do., etc. 

Each page shall contain at least 15 entries; and when under any letter 
a sufficient number of entries to fill a sheet,' exclusive of those in red ink,

32. When any document is registered in this book affecting some other 

document previously registered in it, a note referring to the later document- 
should be entered in the left hand margin (heading No. 4) of the entry of • 
the earlier document. •. 

33. A supplementary volume of this register in the form of a file book 

shall be kept up in each office, for the purpose of filling (pasting) in copies 
and paemoranda of instruments received from other offices under sections 64, 
65, 66 and 67. This volume shall be called ” Supplementary Book No^l,” 
and shall be so designated in the Indexes in all entries relating to 
ments filed in it. ' '* ' ’ 

34. Book No. 2 is the book in which reasons for refusing to register 
are to be recorded. It is also open to inspection, and copies of entries in it 
shall be given to all persons applying for them. When the Sub-Registrar 
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refuses to register a document, on the ground that the property to wbicli it 
relates is not gt^ate vrlthin bis sub-strict, be need not make an order of 
refusal, box record bU reason for xefusal.

37. Book No. 4 is the miscellaneous register in which are to be entered 
all documents registered under clauses {d) and {^) of section 13 which do 
not lelate to immoveable properly. It is not open to inspection nor are itu 
Indexes 5 but copies of entries In it or thorn shall be given to any person 
executing or claiming under the documents to which such entries refer, on 
payment of the presenbed fees. The search must be made by the Register" 
ing Officer only.

51. The fee prescribed for making a copy applied for under the Act shall 
be paid before the copy is prepared. Before granting an application for a 
copy the applicant should, thcrefme, be informed of the amount of fee leviable — 
Under Article IX of the Table nf Fees prescribed by the notification of the 
Agent to the Qovernoi-Gcneial in Rajputana,^ No. dated 89th March

* Tho exercise hy the Railway Police of the po^er of arrest without war- 
rant given them in section ISl of the Indian Railwajs Act (IX of 1890) for 
ofTeoces under section 101 of the same Act, is discretionary. It should be 
exercised only in extreme cases as for instance when— 

(a) there has been loss of life or serious injury to persons ; or 
^ (i) a person la caught in the commission of a giave oSence } 

(e) the accused is likely to abscond or to continue to endanger the 
safety of the pubUo. 

When arrest is made without warrant, immediate intimation of such 
arrest must be given to the head of the railway employe's Department, 

2, Under ordinary circumstances, no immediate arrest is necessary, A 
warrant sbonld be applied for in the usual manner, the police, maintaining a 
watch oTer the movements of the accused, where this precaution is deemed 
necessary. 

3. 'When arrest is effected by warrant, the warrant should in the absence 
of any direction to the contrary in the warrant under section 77 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, J89S, be executed by a Police officer of rank superior 
to that of a Head Constable, First Grade, or by any Station House Officer 
within his own limits. The officer entrnsted with the execution of the war- 
rant Will execute it judiciously, and if the arrest U likely to cause nsk or 
inconvenience to the public, make arrangemeots to pre\eot the escape of the 
accused and apply to the head of his department to have him relieved, arrest 
being deferred till he is so relieved.
